Bedford Gets Building 


Included in the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill, reported Friday in Con- 
gress in Washington from the Appro- 
priation Committee, were appropria- 
tions for public buildings at Bedford 
and Huntingdon. The sum of $10,000 
has been included in the bill for the 
federal building at Bedford, while 
Huntingdon is to receive a federal 
building costing $24,000, the cost in- 
cluding the purchase of the ground. 


The new Bedford Garage, built and 


owned by L. D. Blackwelder, was 
completed this ' week, haying occu- 
pied it for the accommodation of the 
public the week of the Thirtieth. 
The building is a handsome one of 
Tuscan Style, built of brick and tile 
and is situate on East Pitt Street, ad- 
joining the 
Bedford House. 
The 
building is 60 feet front by 140 feet 
back, with seven skylights, concrete 
floor extending through the drive 
way to the curb, and will accommo- 
date about 100 cars. 
On the ground floor, for the ac- 
commodation of the cars, there is a 
turn table twelve feet in diameter 
which eliminates backing and shift- 
ing of cars. 
A 'small repair and 


•work shop in the rear, a small rear i 
entrance to alley, a washing table 
equipped with rotary water mains as 
well as stationary. Water and air 
lines are along the sides for conveni- 
ence of filling radiators and pump- 
ing tires at any location in the 
'garage. 
At the inner right hand side of 
drive way entering is located the oil 
supply room, and just on the outside 
is the gasoline meter, both very ac- 
cessible for tourists upon departure 
for the journey. The curb is equip- 
ped with a handsome air, water and 
gas line station. 
As a safety guard to pedestrians 
using the sidewalk in front of the 
garage a sign is placed in a conspicu- 
ous place reading "Danger When 
Bell Kings." This is an electric bell 
the circuit to which, is closed when a 
car enters the drive way upon leav- 
ing the garage and_ the bell rings 
loud to sound warning for the peo- 
ple to get away from the drive way 
entrance. Patrons and friends should 
not stand in the drive way. 
A very large electric street sign is 
suspended over the street immedi- 
ately over the entrance and two large 
electric globes cap iro,n posts on each, 
side of entrance. These make a very 
beautiful appearance. 
The office is to the left of the 
drive way entering and the ladies' 
resting room is to the right. These 
rooms are 23 by 21 feet, both equip- 
ped 
-with "-fountains 
of 'Bedford- 
Springs mineral water. The office is 
equipped with show cases, shelves 
and dark room for all miniature ne- 
cessities of autoists. 
Route books 
and, cards, schedules of all kinds, lit- 
erature and information bureau are 
in the office. 
The ladies' resting 
room is beautifully furnished and a 
most cheerful appearance is conveyed 
by an 8 x 14 foot glass front. Lava- 
tories, 
comforts, 
reclining 
chairs, 
news stands and everything necessary 
are here for making the weary trav- 
eler at ease. 
The vulcanizing department is in 
the basement under the office. 
The 
dark room for a complete line of 
tires is by its side and adjoining 
these is the furnace room while back 
quite a distance is a 1,100 gallon gas 
tank. 
When a car needs overhauling it 
is run on an elevator capable of. lift- 
ing 2 y^ tons and hoisted by electric 
power to the third floor where there 
is a work shop 60 by 20 feet with a 
pit, a paint room 15 by 40 feet and 
a parts room, 8 by 15 feet. On this 
floor is an automatic air tank 'and 
pump which is operated by electric 
current. When the pressure gets at 
a certain level the pump starts and 
increases the pressure to a limited 
point at which the current is auto- 
matically shut off and the pumping 
ceases. 
This is the most modern garage in 
the Alleghenies along the Lincoln 
Highway and represents the enter- 
prise of one of the most distin- 
guished of Bedford's citizens.

Concrete Roads in Michigan Are 


Commended to State Highway 


Commissioners. 


Detroit, 
June 
8.—''If 
concrete 
roads will stand up under the condi- 
tions prevalent in Wayne County, 
Mich., they will do the same in New 
York State," said Edward-N. Hines, 
father of the concrete road system in 
Michigan, in response to an inquiry 
as the whether that sort of road con- 
struction would be suitable for the 
Empire State. 


Mr. Hines has been a "good roads 
leader for a score of years, and on 
of the county road commissioner 
most of the time.

Simple Methods of Constructing Con- 


crete Culverts 


Culverts on the farm might be lik- 
ened to the old "Forty-niner's" com- 
ment on the practice of carrying a 
pistol. As he put it, a gun was some- 
thing one might not need for a long 
time, "but when you do need it you 
need it mighty bad." Every farmer 
will recognize the application. Perch- 
ed upon a loaded wagon he has driv- 
en out of a field into his lane or the 
public road and dreaded crossing the 
intervening ditch that marked the 
boundary. The down-pitch and jolt 
of the wagon, then the strenuous pull 
and wrench required to get it up the 
other side of the ditch spelled wear 
and tear in large letters, with too of- 
ten things actually broken or part of 
the load dumped off. Again, there 
is the place in the lane that every 
torrential rain washes into a gully, or 
the muddy ditch, in close proximity to 
the house or barn. 


The farmer is foolish to submit to 
all this annoyance, inconvenience and 
exasperation when it is so easy to 
establish culverts that will remedy 
the situation effectually and perma- 
nently. ' With little effort and at 
small expense he can put down im- 
perishable concrete culverts. 


Concrete culverts are built several 
ways. 
The purpose here is not to 


consider the more complicated and 
expensive types, but culverts of the 
most economical construction, such 
as will not only take care of water, but 
serve as little bridges over ditches or 
depressions in a road or driveway. 
For example, . Shaving determined 
the required size of the culvert and 
having made proper excavation, place 
in the latter six inches of concrete 
consisting of 
one part 
Portland 
cement, two parts sand and four 
parts stone, the stone graded from 


inch to one inch in size. If crush- 


ed stone is not available use one part 
Portland cement and five parts of 
gravel, if the gravel is clean and well 
;raded. After placing a six-inch bed 
of concrete in the bottom of the ex- 
cavation erect board forms, bracing 
them at each end. The width and 
depth of the excavation should be 
such as to allow an eight-inch con- 
crete covering at the top and sides of 
the form. 
After the concrete has 


hardened the inside braces are knock- 
ed away and the side forms allowed 
to collapse, which will also release 
the upper or top board. This will 
give a flat concrete arch of great 
strength and ithe method of con- 
structing is as simple and economical 
as could, well be devised. 
Where a 


very small dram is required and the 
farmer happens to have some old 
terra cotta pipe on hand, he could re- 
sort to the same method of building 
a culvert with a round instead or 
square or rectangular opening, allow- 
ing the pipe to remain. 


In the case ol the culvert first de- 


scribed, old lumber tree irom knot 
holes or other openings v. ould answer 
for forms. 
Construction 01 this type 


would be especially convenient loi 
the short drams otten lequired in the 
vicinity of the house or bain. 


By remembering that a barrel ot 


cement will make about 25 cubic teet 
01 concrete of the proportions given 
above, it will be easy to calculate ap- 
proximately the amount of cement re- 
quired for a culvert ot given dimen- 
sions 
In building culverts ot this 
character the larmer should be care- 
lul to have clean 
graded aggregates 
sand and well- 
and be patient 
enough to allow the concrere to hard- 
en thoroughly betore using the cul- 
vert, say lor a period ot two weeks. 
More failures are caused by the use 
of dirty sand, unsuitable aggregates, 
and undue haste in the removal ot 
forms and premature use of con- 
struction than are caused by defec- 
tive cement. 


One of the greatest virtues ot ce- 


ment is that it can be employed in 
just such simple and inexpensive 
ways at. are described above. If the 
farmer would exercise his ingenuity 
and inventive talent he could use 
concrete for many other improve- 
ments ot like simplicity and low cost.

"Wayne County is low and flat and 
not easily drained,1"' he continued 
"In addition the'' roadbeds generally 
are a. soggy kind of clay. They an 
so low that in spring the roads ari 
likely to be flooded. There couldn' 
be a much worse sort of condition for 
road 
building outside 
of actua 
swamp. But the first concrete roads 
we put down, five years ago., are stil 
in better condition than most other 
kinds of roads are when new. 


"The first ones were experiments 
In the old days macadam and grave' 
roads were good enough. 
Macadam 
roads are composed of small irregu- 
lar bits of broken rock, ground anc 
packed by road rollers, and wet down 
so that the -dust forms a sort of nat- 
ural cement. The theory in making 
them was that the iron tires of rigs 
and the sharp shoes of the horses 
would grind down the bits of rock 
continually and make the roads grow 
better as they grew older. The the- 
ory worked all right until the auto- 
mobiles came and stirred up the ma- 
cadam and dusted it over'*the fence. 
The same thing happened to graveled 
roads. 


"When this evolution _ in traffic 


came and demonstrated that the old 
types of road no longer were service- 
able we sought something else. We 
knew from the failure of the old 
roads _ that, we could not do worse. 
We selected concrete as an experi- 
ment and laid two jmiles of it. That 
two miles is still in business. Every 
year since then we have built more, 
until-now Wayne County has eighty 
miles of concrete roads." 


Good Engineers Know It 


All 
first-class road 
engineers 
that concrete roads are best, 
but most of them have not the nerve 
to make the leap from the old type to 
the new. Most people are confused 
as to what these concrete roads really 
are. 
They see street pavers laying 
a concrete foundation tor an asphalt 
or block pavement and think, a con- 
crete road is the same rough, un- 
sightly thing, made of inferior con- 
crete, insufficiently mixed. As a mat- 
ter of fact they look like asphalt 
pavement when properly made. 


'Two inches from the top we place 
a wire mesh, to prevent cracking. 
Some of 
cracked. 
the first blocks we laid 
Since we have used the 
mesh there has been no cracking. 
The mesh is not needed on roads less 
than eighteen feet in width. It adds 
only ten cents per square yard to the 
cost, and saves many times that in 
making the work permanent. 


"Our county roads stand all kinds 


of severe traffic. 
They must submit 
to city traffic and heavy trucking as 
well as to country traffic, for since we 
began to build them outside the city 
limits the city has grown out around 
them, subjecting them to all that a 
granite pavement ever had to stand. 
And they stand it. Our surface main- 
tenance cost for the entire system 
has been only about $2,000 in five 
years. In New York they spend that 
much per mile every year, I under- 
stand, on macadam roads." 


Mr. Hines gave same examples of 
comparison. Ten years ago the vil- 
lage of Grosse Pointe Farms, De- 
troit's millionaire colony on Lake St. 
Clair, laid a number of miles of wa- 
ter bonded macadam along the lake 
front, financing the work with a 
twenty-year bond issue. 
Since then 
that road has been ruined, another 
type of macadam laid over its course, 
this also ruined, and recently was re- 
placed" with concrete—and the bonds 
for the first road still have ten years 
to run. 


Unanimous for Concrete 
In Sebewaing, a small town up- 


state, bonds were issued for street 
paving. 
Before a contract was let 


four or five samples of paving -were 
laid in the city, including half a mile 
of conciete. 
It was stipulated that 


the voters themselves were to watch 
the service of the different pavements 
for a year or two, and then \ote on 
which they preferred to invest the 
city's monev in. 
At the end of the 


stipulated time the concrete was in- 
tact, while the other samples were 
pretty well kicked to pieces. 
The 


vote for concrete was almost unani- 
mous.

Detroit has tried it on a "score df 
streets, and it is growing more popu- 
lar all the time. The first streets 
paved with it show not a defect. 
It 
costs less than cedar block or any 
other pavement, and lasts better than 
block or asphalt, and as far as pres- 
ent judgment can be extended if is 
equal to brick or granite. In Detroit 
street paving the residents choose the 
material themselves. They choose by 
what they observe of streets already- 
paved. Cedar block rots, even though 
not used. 
Concrete has to be worn 


down; it would last centuries if not 
used. 


There is now a good clcnl of experi- 
ence with concrete roads in many 
parts of the country, showing that 
conditions in Wayne County are no«t 
due to the kindness of fortune. 
In 


Connecticut Highway Commissioner 
Bennett has laid about twelve r'i)cs 
of concrete. 
Commissioner Sh'-ley 


of Maryland has laid about forty 
miles. State Engineer Johnson of Il- 
linois has laid seven or eight miles, 
and he likes his samples so well that 
he will not accept any road' from 
county officials except concrete- or 
brick. Reports of all thesp roads in 
different states show that they stand 
up as well as do the Wayne roads.

and 


some of his engineers have been here 


inspecting the Wayne roads. 
They 
were very favorably impressed. It i 
believed, here that they intend tc 
build some in - New York State, bu 
are •hesitating because of a fe'ar tha 
New Yorlsf's' notorious contractors 
ring will hold them up. 


The "City CounciLof Erie, Pa., th_ 
County Commissioners and the Road 
Supervisors came here in a body to 
inspect' the road system. Like pil 
grimages come from all over the 
United States. 


Because of this the manufacturers 


of certain other road building ma- 
terials are sending out to all mem- 
bers ;of the Lincoln Highway Associ- 
ation 
expensive literature, 
mostly 
anonymous, 
"knocking" 
concrete 
roads. 
They have used' the camera 
in a way to make it lie. One photo 
evidently was made through a magni- 
fying apparatus, which made pin 
pricks look like holes, and scratches 
like chasms. 
But nearby parts out 


of the range of the magnifying glass 
appear as smooth! as asphalt newly 
laid. The deception might have been 
accomplished by strewing the spot 
photographed with litter. 


Another photo Ihows a square of 
the first concrete ever laid. It did 
not have the steel mesh and cracked. 
The crack was patched to make the 
road as smooth and solid as though it 
were not there. 
But the different 
color makes it show badly in the 
photograph.

Proper ventilation and cleanliness 
ought to be given without the asking 
and when they are not provided they 
should be compelled. The shocking 
accidents which have brought the 
public to a realization of necessity for 
adequate protection 
from fire in 
)laces of public amusement taught 
heir lesson at the price of many 
ives. 


The crowding of hundreds of peo- 


le 
into 
improvised 
auditoriums 
'hich are stuffy, overheated and ill 
ventilated has no doubt exacted an 
qually high death toll from pneu- 


monia and other infectious diseases. 
In the early days of these enter- 


rises when there was an uncertainty 
as to the lasting popularity of this 
lass of entertainment it might have 
vorked a hardship to demand too 
much. 
Under present 
conditions 


vhen a great mass of the people are 
upporting these theatres the protec- 
ion of their patrons' health is es- 
ential. 


The working man or woman who 
eeks relaxation after a day's toil will 
lot secure the full benefit if shut in 


crowded, ill-smelling, badly venti- 


ated auditorium. 
Their pleasure 


vill be lessened though they may be 
unaware of the fact. They are being 
deprived of the full measure of their 
ecreation.

be contemptible, if it did not have its 
comical side. 


The following are extracts from a 
"General Letter on Trade Conditions 
and a Business Forecast" issued by 
a Trust Company of Harrisburg, one 
of the most conservative and most 
substantial institutions of the State: 
"Bank clearings for April totaled 
15 billion dollars/ a gain of more 
than, 4% over the 
month of last year. 
corresponding 
The gain in 
clearings in New York City~ alone for 
the month of April amounted to 6 %, 
practically all of which came from 
mercantile transactions; there being 
no real Stock Exchange activity dur- 
ing the month."

imilar period of their history, indi- 
ating confidence in the future; crops 
l mean that every car in the coun- 
ry will be needed to do the work of 
ae country in the autumn months. 
Vhere are the signs of a panic or of 
usiness depression in these figures, 
hich are taken from sources more 
riendly to the stand-patters than to 
le Democrats?

During the month of April, 1914, 


the Relief Departments of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad System paid out to 
employes and their families a total of 
$277,631.64 on account of disability 
and death of employes.

$52,431.50, or over 27 per cent., was 
paid out on account of accidents, the 
balance going to employes incapaci- 
tated through sickness.

due to accidents, and the remainder 
for deaths due to natural causes.

and statesmanlike debate that has oc- 
curred in the Senate in a generation,

There are old attaches of the Senate 
who do not hesitate to say that the 
tolls bill brought out a much more 
formidable array of real, genuine tal- 
ent than was brought out in that oth- 
er memorable debate twenty odd 
years ago, and these same officials 
do not hesitate to say that historians 
will place the debate just ended, by 
the passage of the bill with an amend- 
ment, as among the greatest in the 
history of the United States.

capitol, Senator James A. O'Gornian

The life of President Lincoln is so 


thoroughly identified with' the four 
years of war—the last four years of 
his earthly existence—that we are not 
accustomed to think of him in any 
other connection 
During that brief 


period we see him under many lights— 
now he is endeavoring by wise diplo- 
macy to prevent foreign governments 
from intervening between the -north 
and the south to insure the separation 
of the states and on the same day 
gives to a woman of low-degree the 
life of her son. who has been sentenced 
to be shot for desertion; at one mo- 
ment he is urging the generals to move 
their armies against the enemy; the 
next he is sending out an individual— 
a girl in her teens perhaps—to bring 
him information of the-Confederates. 


It is this last named field that con- 


nects Mr. Lincoln especially with the 
romance in adventures of the war. 


A secret service bureau was organ- 


ized, with headquarters at the capital, 
by Allan Pinkerton. 
It was his busi- 


ness to provide and equip spies, but it 
was Mr. Lincoln who laid out their 
work for them. He told them what 
information he needed, and it was 
their part to get it for bun. The risk 
they ran was very great, and their pay 
—when they worked for pay—was pro- 
portionately large. 


Possibly the most successful of Mr. 


Lincoln's spies—that is, considering the 
importance of the information obtain- 
ed—was a young woman. Kate Beale 
had lived in Richmond, the capital of 
.the Confederacy, and during her resi- 
dence there had naturally become fa- 
miliar with the place and taken on the 
accent peculiar to Virginia. Moreover, 
she was supposed to sympathize with 
the southern cause. 
She was at the 


time of Mr. Lincoln's incumbency the 
only support of an invalid mother and 
found it difficult to provide the neces- 
sary supplies. 


It occurred to Miss Beale -that she 


might put her knowledge of Richmond 
to advantage by going there and bring- 
ing information to the federal govern- 
ment. 
True, if she were caught In 


such -work she was liable to suffer 
death or at least be kept in a southern 
prison till the end of the war. leaving 
her mother without either support or 
attendance. 
She went ta Allan Pin 


kerton and told him of the advantages 
she possessed for secret service work 
at Richmond and found him a willing 
listener. • 


But Pinkerton before employing her 


must make sure of her fidelity to the 
Union cause. She proposed to deceive 
her friends in Richmond, but she might 
If she chose deceive those in Washin- 
ton, Cor-her plan was to offer her serv 
ices to the Confederate government t< 
go to Washington and bring back In 
formation for President Davis. 
Wash 


Ington ivas full of southerners ready to 
convey Information to the Confederati 
government, and it was difficult to tel 
who could be trusted; 


Pinkerton pretended to trust Mis 


Beale. but before employing her sen 
decoys to her to try to draw from hei 
a betrayal In case" she intended ti 
work for the Confederacy instead o 
the Union. She stood all these test* 
and at last Pinkerton. becoming satis 
fied that she was to be trusted, sen 
her to President Lincoln. This was in 
the spring of "05. when the war wa 
drawing to a close. 


On arriving at the White House sh 


was admitted to a room, in which sin 
found llr 
Lincoln alone. 
He had ; 


very simple hut very Important trorl 
for her. 


"Mr. Pinkerton informs me." he saul 


"that y»u are familiar with Richmond 
I am anxious to learn what provision 
they have there on which to subsist ii 
case our armies surround and cut of 
their lines of supplies. It will be vou 
part to take notice of their depots, to 
see how well filled they are and if nec- 
essary, or you can do so without too 
much risk, 
learn what they 
have 


from officials. 
My object is to dis 


cover whether they are in condition tf 
stand a siege or must surrender in cas( 
General Grant, who is south of them 
at Petersburg, captures the place, cut 
ting off their only communications 
southward." 


Miss Beale understood perfectly what 


was required of her and its value if 
executed. 
Mr. Lincoln sent her off 


with a "God bless you and bring you 
back safely from your perilous work." 


Citiaaas were occasionally passing to 


and fro between the lines, and Miss 
Beale, having President Lincoln's pass. 
had .no trouble In getting to Rich- 
mood. 
SW pretended to be bitter 


again?t tho Federal government and se- 
curteg the acquaintance of the wife of 
the officer in charge of the commissary 
il&p-fmtfTiVttHs 
e£ the Confederate capital 


was ift*$R03need to him as a person who 
wafs ahjrtbug to serve tho Confederate 
cause. She asked the commissary how 
she cou4d aid in the matter of gettinsr 
supp'BSll^'SCfo the Confederacy from the 
north. 
She was taken to President 


Dftvfe -H* a reply and held a confer 
ence •wWK him and tho commissary 
general In the executive mansion. 


Theme were but two ways by which 


supplies could be introduced into the 
Confederacy from the outside—block- 


ade running and landing a vessel at 
Borne point uot guarded by Federal 
troops. The former of these methods 
was the eouimou one. Miss Beale said 
hat she knew Confederate sympathiz- 
ers in Baltimore who would be glad to 
end a load of provisions to some point 
m the Virginia shore if they could be 
assured that the ship would be met by 
a Confederate force. It is not a hundred 
miles down Chesapeake bay to North 


umberlaud county, Va., and there 
|rere many convenient points on the 
Potomac and the bay for landing. Mr. 
Davis and the commissary general 
were much pleased with Miss Beale's 
plan and spent some time conferring 
:ogether in her presence as to the most 
•onvenieut place for them to send a 
torce to meet the ship bringing them. 


All this was but a cloak for the spy 


:o learn of the available stock of pro- 
visions in Richmond and to secure a 
return to the north. While the matter 
was pending she learned that there 
were very few commissary stores In 
Richmond, and if General Grant should 
:ut the only line of supply still open- 
that through Petersburg—the capital 
of the Confederacy would be obliged 
to surrender. 


At last, a point for lauding supplies 


by the fictitious Baltimore sympathiz- 
ers having been agreed upon. Miss 
Beale was given a pass to go through 
the lines and resolved on her departure 
the nest day. 


But now at the last moment a danger 


came up in a singular coincidence. A 
Confederate spy was in Richmond who 
was playing the same game on the 
Federal that she was playing on the 
Confederate government. It happened 
that this person had seen Miss Beale 
coming out of Allan Pinkerton's office 
in Washington. 
Whether he remem- 


bered just when and where be had 
seen her. or whether be was not quite 
sure of it, she knew at once by the 
scrutiny with which he looked at her 
that she was in danger. 


All her faculties were concentrated 


on losing the man or his losing her be- 
fore he could take any decided action. 
Appearing not to notice his interest 
Jn her, she walked on till espying an 
empty cab she called the driver and 
entered it. 


And now comes one of the most re- 


markable cases of assurance under 
peril that have ever been manifested 
by either man or woman.. With light- 
ning rapidity she formed her plan. 


"Drive me to the executive mansion," 


she called to the driver. 


She was whirled away, but a glance 


at the man she was trying to avoid 
assured her that he was watching her. 
though he was endeavoring to make it 
appear that he was not. and when she 
reached the mansion and alighted at 
the door she saw him hurrying after 
her. 
Entering the house, she asked 


for the president and was shown to 
the anteroom to wait her turn for'an 
audience. 
She had nothing to com- 


municate to Mr. Davis, her object be- 
ing to indicate to the man who follow- 
ed her that she had business with the 
government Finally, when she thought 
this had been effected, she determined 
to make an exit. 
j 


Tf her shadower were outside wait- 


Ing for her. she felt that she was lost. 
Her heart was in her throat as «he 
passed from the house. She dare not 
look about her. but so far as she could 
see the man had vanished. 
At any 


rate, she saw nothing of him. 
If he 


were still shadowing her he was keep- 
ing out of sight. 


But she must seek safety In flight. 


A few miles from Richmond to the 
southward are the battlefields foutrht 
over by Lee and McClellan during the 
peninsular campaign. Miss Beale di- 
rected the cabman to drive out to 
these fields Having reached her desti- 
nation she dismissed the cabman and 
started for Fortress Monroe, some «ev- 
enty miles to the southeastwar-1. 


The story of this journey, on foot, by 


wagon, by boat on the James river, is 
a romance in itself. It was a flight 
from prison, a flight from the halter. 
At last, worn with ^fatigue and ex- 
posure, the fugitive reached the fort, 
on whose battlements floated the stars 
and stripes, and she knew she was 
safe. 


The closing act in the drama is when 


Miss Beale reappeared at the White 
House. 
Mr. Lincoln was in his office 


one morning when a messenger gave 
him the name of Kate Beale as one de- 
siring to see him. 


"Thank God!" muttered the presi- 


dent. "Bring her to me at once." 


Mr. Lincoln's joy at his emissary's 


safe return was enhanced by th» news 
she brought him that the Confi 
rate 


capital was without supplies. i 
eral 


Grant was hammering at Petj 
>urg 


and was destined a month later to rap- 
ture the place. So Mr. Lincoln was as- 
sured by Miss Beale's report that as 
soon as Grant had finished his work 
the capital of the Confederacy would 
be at the disposal of the Federal gov- 
ernment and that the end of the war 
was in sight. 


Kate Beale was well paid for net- 


work. Indeed, she received enough to 
supply her mother's and her own wants 
for a long time to come. Luckily, the 
war soon after her exploit ended, or 
doubtless the fascination of the danger 
involved would have led her to risk her 
life again. But the pitcher that goes 
often to the well Is at last broken. 


Such episodes as this have connect- 


ed Mr. Lipcoln's name with adventur- 
ous story. But this is but one of tin- 
many branches of romanre that, taken 
together, have woven a charm about 
him which will last as long as his 
name and his work are remembered 
But that -which especially endears 
him to the American people is his 
many acts of mercy to tho humblest of 
those who begged for it during the pr- 
riod when tlio shedding of blood P(v>m- 
ed to move the < lock of the world had:
